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New Oruease, Auguet 18,—General Baird's
official report of the massacre was torwarded
yesterday by General Sheridan to General Grant,
with a respectful demand that it be made publie
The report embraces o history of ull the clreum-
stances connected with the massaore, and
provee conclunsively that it was preconcerted
and prearranged by the Rebel Mayor, John T
Monroe, the Licutenant-Governor, and nthers
§nterested in breaking up the Convention. Toe
report is also a vindieailon of the course pur
putd by Geperal Baird, who claims to lave
taken every precaution conglstent with the facts
then known to him, and, but for the treachery
of the police and Rebel clty and State officials,
it is claimed that the precautions taken would
have been sufficient. It remains to be s=cen
whether the President dare refuse to allow the

publication of this report, and General Sheri-
den's despatches to Genernl Grouot, witer their
publication has been demunded by General
Sheridan,

The medical officer deteiled {0 make an
official report of the killed and wounded pre-
sented the names in tull, toeether with the
character of the wounds recerved by the follow-
ing parties, viz.: —Members of ihe Convention—
ove killed and @ight wounded, or one-third ot
the members present; white citizens attending
the Convention, two killed and nine wounded;
total number of whites killed aud wounded, 20,
Colored citizens attending the Convention—
killed, 34: wounded, 119; total of colored killed
and wounded, 164, O the police, there were 10
slightly wounded, most of whom were on duty
the next day, One waite citizen with the police
was killed. The evidence shows that the man
was accidentully shot by the police; ulso, that
in the excitement many of the police were
wounced by their comrades,

In adoition to the above, the Doctor reports
ten colored men killed aud twenty woanded,
whoge names he could not ascertain. From the
beat information at band, I am foreed to believe
that there were a grent wany more killed and
wounded amonz the colored people than have
been officlally reported by Dr. Hartsuff, Many
of the wounded are secreled in out-ol-the-way
?Iams. and it wouold bo impossibie to get all of
beir names, The New Orleans Zmbune of to-
day's igsue gays (—O0ur list, =o iar ns completed,
up to the present moment, showsa totul of three
hundred and seventy-eiglt killed and wounded
among the friends of the Convention.

The Military Commlission will finish examin-
g witnesses on Tuesday next, and immediately
proceed to arrspge the evidence iu form, The
report and evidence will cover about 1200 pages
of Jegal cap paper, closely written on both
sides, and will prove the mo<t damning record

An Acconut by Gemeranl A. L. Lec, of
Hausas—Genernl Bolrd's Responsibility
—~The Garbled Despatches of General
Sheridan Vindicoated,

General Alfred L, Lee, an oficer of cavalry
under Banks and Bheridan, wius a witness to the
massacre in New Orlenns, which he lately de-
soribed in n gpeech to his fellow-citizens of
Leavenworth, Kansas, prefscing his account
with some personal experiences of the “willing-
ness of the Rebels to accept any terms” shortly
after the war, and thelr present bitter hostilivy
10 the Unlonisteand the Northeruers, In the
following he alludes to the *‘gurbled extracts”
from General Sheridun's despatches, publizhed
in the Copperhesd papers :—

Let me uarrate to you some ol the scenes of
that day., My rooms happencd 10 be sbour &
square from the scene of slapzhter, nud 1 cozld
see very mueh of 1t. Captum Loup, a captain
of the 1st New Orlesug Infantiy who had just
been mustered out, was standing one bloek
from me; he was approsched by two pollcemen;
ope placed his pistol ar his back und shot him
down, and the other #tabbed him in the side,
cpusing bhis immediate death. 'l'h:_.\r-.- Wi i
noble mun who represented the radieal senti-

went of the ecity—Dr, Dostic He wis not n
member of the Convention, but be was
in the hall. He attempted to escape. When

wbout half & block trom tbe Capitol builling
he war #truck with a brick and knocked
down. FPolicemen were stunding near, but in-
stead of arrestiog the assaulier they stepped up
to Dr. Dostle and deliberately tived into (he
body of the defenscless mau. A citizen stand Ing
by drew s sword trom los caue ana throst it
into his bodyv. Bl the doctor was oot dend,
and wue dragged by the police through the
crowd and placed in o common airt care. I saw
this mysell, One poltcemsn sut on his body,
and one gnt near his hewd. T'he poor man at
tempted to rulse lis hend, unda 1 saw the police-
man rage bis revolver and sirike him on the
face, and mush his nose flut, That noble mun
died,

I stood on my balcony, and looked on thal
crowd of 400 policemen, muddenea with liguor,
and drunk with fury, asslsted be firemen and
thuge, assisted by 200 or 300 citizens, ou this
fiela-day of sluughter. [ saw passing an inno-
cent black man, with & mucket-basket on
his arm. He was met by a kuot ol policemen,
They sa1d, “You are from rne hall, ure you!"
He said, “No," They suld, “‘Yes you are." He
gtarted 1o run. Two policemon ran gfter him,
and as many a8 a dozen pbullelts were shot into
his body before he fell, A citizen thon stamped
with his heel o&hla face, and he was beaten (o

Another Httle chapter in the seene. There I8
in New Orleans, as in most other large citied, 8
baggage and transfer company. A returned
officer of our army was an oflicer of one of
these companies, He told me, his office boing
near the soene of the riot, the police came to
bim and eaid thev wished hia baggage wagons
to bear away the dond. They seized them, and
he said he saw them repeatedly throw six and
eight bodles, biack and while, inio one wagon
and carry them off. He told me of one scene in
particular. Eight or ten men had been thrown
into & wagon., Two of the tirst who hud been
throwa In (black men) were not quite dead,
and the shock revived them, They endeavored
feebly 1o push from them the recumbent muss
of corpses.

He lald there untal
notice of him had ceased, A policeman came
along and noticed that the man bad some lie
inlim. He saw the policeman, and the poor,
ignorant, deloded man raised his head with a
petition jor aid,  Instend of giving him the aid
ne requested, he geyve him such us he had heen
instructed to. He ralsed hle elub and broke
his neck at u blow.

These things show you some of the brutality
whicl prevailed on that day. 1 remained on
my buleony and witnesged these scenes as long
e 1 could endure them, A glngle man was
powerless, At length | left iy house und rode
1o the headguarters of the Department, 1 found
Genernl Bard m his office, surrvunded by his
safl, [ snid, "General Baird, caw it be possible
that you are lgnorant of what i® occurrine in
the city #'  He sand, “What, General, 1= there
gerious difficulty in town?" 1 told him | shonld
think there was, 1 e=aid, “I came here as an
ex-officer ot the Federal army, as a citizen of a
Notthern State, to protest againgt the shediding
of a0 much inuocent blood.

He sald;—'*Why, General,
things have oceurred ™ 1 tried to cell him, |
told him =0 muany men had been shot; that
Governor Hahn had been shot; that Mr, Fish
had been arrested: that Dr. Dostle was [kllled,
He spid:—*Are you sure thatis so? I get so
many conflicting accounts.” 1 told him it was
80, aud stated that if T had been in command
ot theeity, 1 would have taken u battery ol
artillery and swept the strects ol the rutlianly
cownrde, He sald:—"Why, General, Il 1 had
done that I should have killed us many ot vour
party ne theirs,” 1 told him 1 had no party,
Said he:—*'1 mean the negroes!™ (Lsugnter.)
Sawd [—*"General Baird, if you go on Canal
strect, vou will not see over four negross, wud
they will be pursued by citizens and police,
and two at lesst will be killed before they can
escupe,” 1 smid:—“Eighteen millions of men
ore watching you this day, and this delny will
cost you dearly,” He smid:—*"1 have made no
delay: I have ordered men there;” and turning
to some ol pis statl, gave some huorried orders,

I went back to my home, aud in about half
an hour a battery of artiliery and & regiment
of intantry puraded on the street, At that time
negroes were being pursued by a crowd ol men,
faua was killed withon sight ot the goldoas ol a
United States cavalry compuany, but not a shot
wus fired by a United States soldier, The rioters
dispereed, martoml law was proclaimed, the car-
mival of glaneghter was over for that day. |
believe that at that time sbout twenty-five loyal
whites and one hundred 1oval blacks lay dead,
whbile five hundred of both colors lay wounded,
the result of one dav's work.

Bul, gentlemen, we hind a rabt to, and did
believe that when the telegraph wold the tale of

Shendun, the noble, great, aud true man of

He told me what he thought of Southern Rebels,

I must tell you further, that about six months
after the war there were many sssociations
tormed , known a8 relief associations, such ns
Gibson's Brigade Reliel Associastion and the
Hays' Brignde Relief Assoclation, These psso-
clations were made up of soldiers, nad the pre-
eidents of the associations were the old com-
manders of brigades, and the viec-presidents
were the old colonels of regiments, nnd so down.
They held sceret meetings, and were to wll
intents and purposes a mililary organization.
Sheridan feared these organizations as a nucleus
for further oisturbauces, and he made up uls
mind to suppress thew, He lssued an orde:
declaring that all relief assoclationz and sl
ussociations for the erection of monuments in-
tended to commemorate the late Rebellion,
<hould be dissclved and guppressed,

When they heard of it, they eqme and bogeed
him not 1o issue it, He said, 1 know no com-
promise of doty: I bave made up my mind to
issue it, and issue it 1 will, Three weeks ago |
thought your orgaunization was mutinous, nud at

FXPLORION AT JERSEY CITY.

The 01l Dock at Pavonian Ferry Cons
sumed—=Fircon Land and Water-Thiv-
teenn Lives Lost—=Several Persons In-
Jured—-Loss over & Milllon Dollnrs—
Several Vesscls Comsmmed — Exelting
Scenes nnd Incldents,

Shortly betore 8 o'clock yesterday morning
the inhabitants of Jersey City nnd Hoboken
were alarmed by a loud rumbling, like thonder,
that shook the earth, and conjured up to timid
hearts preionitory symptoms ol an earthquake,
Immediately attor volumes of black smoxke rolled
into the air. and it was perceived to proceed
trom & spot adiscent Lo the Pavoin ferry,  Flre
bells rang furiously, and the hurry and bustle
observable in the police and firg departments
betokened something unusual. The fnet wos
that when these bodies renched the scene they
tound sheets of flame waving over land and
water, which had enveloped in their embruce
everything perishuble, The kerosene oll dock
leased by C. H, Valentine & Co., the tobaceo
and cotion dock held by Jarvis & Co., and the
Erie Railway dock, were all on fire,

The latter escared pretty well, through thoe
exirsording v exertions of the firemen, but the
whirling surge elsewhere had struck with such
territic efiece that it mocked the puny efforts of
minn to cope with it.  Btorehouses on land and
yeesels in the water snceumbed ro the dery ele-
ment, and in the general ruin thirteen human
belngs perished,. One man liea agonlzing atl the
verge of the grave, several others are undergoing
more or less sutlering, and, considering the
sudden and devourlog sweep of the nre. it s
mirnculons how the others escuped. Nelther
lile nor proneriy was spared, and the occasion (=
one not suon 10 he torgotten,

The Origin.

Al ten minuter to eight o'clock, yesterday
worning, Henry Keural, mate of the achooner
Alfred Barreil, of Boston, brought kreakinst to
Captnin Kelly, who was 1ying il in the eabin,
Auother mun was in the vessel, familiarly known
a4 “Arthur,” besides the mate and Kelly. When
the mate was returning ne beard something
ernck under his teer Hke a mateb, and instuntly
he was surrounded by n shect of Hame. He ran
on deck, and bhaving reached the deck sank
dowr: from consternation and the prostrating
vilvet ot the heat through which hie had pussed,

Casunltios,

Captain Kelly snd his brother, the muate, with
Arthur, sbove allude | to, perished. Two wonien
and & child, on a eanal boat, were =een rushing
on deck i lames, and, uttering fenrful shricks,
sank back imto the nery pool. Toe child tot-
tered overboard, Three other children who
were in thas boat were algo lost, The captain
and two men of o lighter lying outside the Bar-
refe el vietims to the fiames. Oun the lighter
Srvlh o man rughed wildly along the deck in
flames, and feeind no bope of succor, pluoged
men the water gnd disappeared. The mate
Kelly, of the Barrelt, was seen hauging over the
stern of the vessel, while hie clothes were on
tire, and his body remained in this position for
nearly three-quatters of an hour,

A sullor of the bng Matron hed his vest
burned off his buack; still he persevered iun
efforts to save bia vessol, A cupiain of a lighter
anaway whiie his clathes were on tire, badly
burned about the face. He was so terror-
siricken that persons who pursued him were
left far behind in the chase., Few, i any,
escaped uninjured.  In the explosion of the
lighter lying next the Barrett, mentioned above,
a man was blown up sixty feet in the air, and
fell into the river, Those who witnessed the
frantic rushing to and fro of the women were
nlmost paralyzed with terror, One of them,
who appeared to be the child's mother, dashe |
forward beside the little one wild and frenzied
with despair,

Their terrible condition was horror in all its
phases, Reason must have departed, for they
rushed across the deck in places where they
could have fouand no tooting, and they seemed
to tread op air. A murmur of terrvor and grief
burst from the bysnders as the ill-fated beines
sank into the water. The tenacity with which they
elung to life must have been strengt aened by the
sesurunee that help would momentarily arrive,
The litrle fellow instinctively resisted the decree
of an mexorable fatality, but in o tew moments
he had pasged with his mother beyond the por-
tals of rhis life 1nwo the region of eternity.

A Fenvful Sight.,

Soon after the flames broke out a man was
seen rushing wildly from the burning pier,
through the rapidly exploding tanks of oll, into
the open street. Une side of his fage was dread-
fully burned, being completely cover«l with
blisters, while his hair and beard were barnt
close 1o the skin, Every effort 10 stay bim was
vnsvecessiul, but merely uttering s few incohe-
rent words, in reply to questions, he rushed on
and was goon logt to sighl, He was reported to
be the captain of one of the livhters, and it was
believed that he was severely injured, Parties
who et him stated that he entered a honse on
Pavoma avenue,

Incidents,

As wis natural in a fire of such dimensions
the incidents were numerous, some being of «
grotrsque and others of u tragic nature. An
incident ol the former cluss ocourred on beard
ol the brig Motron, which was scuttled and
sunk. In their slarm, on the trst explosion
taking pluce, the cuaprain and mate of the
above-numed vessel ran on shore, leaving in the
cabio o lot of fine clothes, Atter the brig had
been seuttled, and there was no immediate dan
ger of her musts and riggiog taking fire, the
offfeers returned, aud on entering the eabin dis-
coyverad that some elever rogues hnd witkoed ot
with the clothes, leaving ¢ bundle of dirty rags
o 1belr place.

An aceldent orcurred to 4 Hreman which came
viry near resulting in bis death, Having ocon-
sion (o o to the cidege of the burning pier, he
steppra npon a plank which, giving way, pro-
eipltuted him into the water. Being unable ro
gwim, he sank beneath the water, and all hopes
of i being saved were given up, On rising,
however, he luckily cume In contact with o
plunk, on whioh he resed his heno, and In that
porition flosted o the rallrosd pler, by which
he supported himeel! above the waler until
regcued by 4 boat, Beveral of the firemen were
nesr!y suffocated by the smoke, bul no deaths,
ncr serious Injuries to Any were reported,

River Thieves Aboul,

The chevaliers dindusirie of the river were
out i tull force, und would have obtuined w
iarge amount of plunder had not the vielance
of Licutenant Chase, of the United States reve-
nue cutter, atded by the Hudson river police,
joiled the plans of tne thieves. Several 61 them
were esught in the set of towing off bales of
cotton and tobaeco, and were arrested aod con-
finen 1 the Jersey Qity prison, The names of
those nrrested were:—Michael Day, charged
with stealing iron; John Kmngston, John Col-
lins, Dennle Donovan, George White, Hugh
Truesdall, Thomas Saxon, John O'Day, John
Williamson, sud Andrew Johnson, all charged
with stealing ootton.

Fyee Trade nod lighter Cerea, all of whiclh ,were
totally destroyed. There were also on the pler
about three hundred and fifty bales of cotton,
A portion ol the pier war covered, and az soon
an it was found Impossible to save the dock
Mr. H. Henwood, one of the firm of Jarvis &
Co., tmmediately commenced throwing the
cotton overboard on the upper side, While
doing ro the flames on the upper side burst
through, and Mr. Henwood had a narrow edeape
for his life. As it was, he was badly burned
nbout the lace and hande,

The Rallvoad Pler

1# about the same in leogth, and is usad by the
krie Ralroad Company, There wus on the pler
about thirty ciare londed with grain, ete , somoe
half a dozen of which were totally destroyed,

& Burtes, Road & Ross, Robbing & Co., Lam-
bart & Stepnens, Robbin & Jacoby, and Giles
Polhemus,

It {8 reported that there were two trains loaded
with tapks of oil to be brought 1n to-day, which
has tortunately been saved. The ruins of the
o1l yard present more the appearance of n hoop
vrd, as nothing 1s left but the fron hoops of the
barrels, They lie in piles all over the burnt dis-
trict, so that it con eusile be seen that there was
an immense stock of oil on hund.

There were scome ten cars loade | with oll alzo
destroyed, and about two thousand empty bar.
relas that were piled outside the building.

The Shipping.

There were no less than trom thirty to forty
viesgcls moored alongside the docks, and as soon
us the fire beean to ~pread efforts were lmmedl-
ately made to tow them out in the stream, At
fivst it wos found impossible to obrain u tughboat,
and many of the sailors and firemen cut the
vessels ndrift, so that they could float out. How-
ever, the steamtugs Vagima, Seymour, the
Soath, and two others, hove in sight, and were
soon glongside the doeks, Theship D, ¥, Wiajen
beiny in the most immedinte annger, two of the
tugs got lines fastened to her siern, and tried to
druw her our; bhut it was found thar she was
aground, and it being low tide all efforis proved
fruifless, and they were compelled to abandon
her to her fate,

The Rebel blockade-runner the Saron was
secured sand towed into the stream, also two
other steamers and the brig Aritngton. Some
halt & dozen lichters were cnt adrilt, bur were,
however, secured by one of the tugs and towed
to 4 place of sntety. After the fire had become
considerably subdued, the tug: Seymour and
Smath ran up slousside of the Waijen and got
three stresms of water in her sides, with the
hope of suving u portion of the cargo, cousisting
ol tobacco.

Atone time a number of barrels of oil that
were blown overbourd by the explosion began
fRoaring out, from which sheets ot flame arose,
and 1t was feared that they would set fire to
other vessels: but throngh the efforts of saveral
parties in small boats they were prevented from
dong uny damage.

The Losises,

A National Convention of Johnson Sole
fers.

The Philadelphin Convention seems to have
falled to meet the wants of the fastidions war
heroes of the President's party, aad on Satarday
night they met in the Tudies' purlor of Willard's
and arranged for a gpecial demonstration from
the soldiert of the Unlon army at Chioago on
the 17th of Beptember. General Steadman pre-
mded. Generals Custer, Roussean and Ewing
were solloitous that the soldiers of the Rebel
army should be invited to meet with the loyal
legions of the North., Gonerals Meredith and
Brown objected. They thought, sectional pre-
fudices yet ran too high to make any such a
gathering harmonious, wnd they would have
only those Invited who were in the Unlon ranks.
General Hobart desired that 1nvitations should
be extended to all officers and soldiers of the
Upion army. He wished to take all his old
officers rather than select those only who sup
purt the President's polioy. He desired it should
hea purely military convention, withont politica:
distinction. General Steadman, from the chair,
appenled to the gentlemen present that any
such arcangement as woald admit soldlers of mmy
political complexion would destroy the whole
object of the Convention. The radicals would
spend money enough and woald bave more men
than any other party, and would vote them (the
present movers) down. This, belng greeted
with applause, was taken ag the sense of the
meeting, and the Rebel sympathizing Generals
subsided. General Meredith desired to have
the Convention beld in Indianapolis, Indiana,
where the whole people were frigatfully radical.
He belleved 1t would have & good effeet upon
their minds. General Rousseau suggested Bos-
ton, Mass., or Charleston, 8, C. The Western
country was overrun with radicalism and there
would be no chance for the Johnson men, ™
Joneral DBrown was opposed to a sea-
bonrd ecity. They held a big meeting at St
Louis lately, which was a soccess, He advo-
eated Chicago, where they could thwart the
plans of General Logan. Finally, after congider-
able jarring, Chicsgo was decided upon by a
vote ol 37 to 17, Generals Custer, Meredith, Rous-
seau, MeCook, and Crook were appomted &
Committee to draft a call, and were instructed
to address it to all who indorsed the policy of
President Johnson. General Walter B. Skates,
Collector of Customs at Chicago, General Thos,
Oghorne, General K. N. L. Mann, Collector of In-
ternal Revenue at Chicago; General C, W, Hotch-
kiss, Colonel A, H. Markland, late General Agent
of the Post Office Department, and Genoral
Charles W, Wallace, were appointed & commit-
tee of arrangements. On motion of General
Custer, an nvitution was extende 1 to all officers
present in the city, and favorable to the pro-
posed convention, to sign their names to the
call, The following namnes were signed on the
spot:—

Genernl J. 8, Fullerton, General MoCook,
General A. McDowell, Brizadier tieneral R. G,
Curtis, General Cnittenden, of Missours, Gene-
mal George A. Coster, Generals Hugn and
I'honas Bwing, General Durbin Ward, General
Rousseau, Genersl Meredith, General Brown,

General Hobart, General Steedman, and Gene-
ral Sullivan,

General Thomas Ewing, Jr., and Captain Y,
Bell were appointed Corresponding Secretaries.
The meeting was in session about an hour, The
call will be lssued on Wednesday.
